In tle Sovlel Zone have been hampering 
thelr activllles.

As the stale does not recognise lhe 
exislence of all-German bodles of the Pro« 
testant Church, representatives are not in

Light and undemanding films 
given subsidies 


this will Indeed improve FFA'’s budget but 
otherwise is nothing more {han another 
affront to Lhe film industry. 


As an observer, it ls impossible to es- 
cape the Impression that lhe Film and Te- 
levision Commission has utterly mis- 
understood Its {ask. Instead of encourag- 
ing fruitiul cooperation between film and 
televlslon in [favour of the ailing Federal 
Republic film, it Is obviously merely pur- 
sulng a pro-television policy. 


In short, future lelevIslon vlewers will 
have the npporlunity of walthing 380 (as 
against 350) feature films per year and 
more of theso than hitherto will be Fede- 
ral Republic productlons, 


These Inconıprehenslble tneasuıres, wlhlih 
cerlainly do not favour films, have met 
wHh immecliate slrong protest on the part 
of tho fflm industry, Dr Engelbrecht, chair- 
man of tle Assaciollon of Federal Repub- 
lic Cinemas (IDF), Immedialely resigned 
his post as deputy dıalrman of the Fllnı 
and Television Comınisslon, and tha {ndi- 
vldual inslilutes were overwhelmed with 
prolest letters, almost all of which could 
be summed up In the following sentence: 
“The presenl sltualton gives rise to se- 
rious concern as to lhe survival of our 
branch of the film industry." Soma ox- 
pressed their dissallsfacllon more forcibly 
and tlreatened to lodge a conslilutional 
complaint. 


According lo another statement, which 
only serves lo emplıasize tle serlousness 
of the situation, 460 cinemas in {he Fede- 
ral Republic hava closed this year, and 
another five hundred closures ara expec» 
ted next year, Flaving misunderslood its

hls countt y's greatest fllm producer 

Arthur "Alze" Brauner, aged 50, only 
once thought In lerms of making an ar- 
tisllc film. Thal was more than twenty 
years ago. He made a fllm called Mori- 
durl, the story of a group of concentra- 
lion camp escapees wha ate driven to and 
fro belween the Red Army and the Ger- 
man forces. The fllm gained Brauner 
good notices, an award at ihe Venice 
Fılm Fesllival—and nine years In debt. 


Sinco then this clever film salesman has 
devoted himself mora to popular films 
lhan to subjects which interest him per- 
sonally. Hla latasl success recipe is called 
Grossilim In Co-Produkilon, Der Tyrann 
is already on the production line and 
Kampf um Rom, *the mast expensive 
German film during the past flity years," 
will ba started soon. What does lhe mosl 
successful fllm producer in this country 
think of his medium? 


Success has given him self-confidence 
and made him detadhed, Arthur Brauner 
brings his flm aesthetic down 1o one 
common denominator: “A box-office fai- 
Jure is senseless. Whal does the producer 
gain from good notices? Critics say thal 
he has achieved a [ew good sequences 
but that is aboul all. As a producer, one 
ımııst be able to judge these lhings cor- 
reclly oneself." 

How does one maka a successful film? 
Brauner: The producer must know what 
subject is ripe for (realment, A synthesis 
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When operating upon sovere [Infantile 
malformations, restoring the functioning 
of the Hmnb is declslve at flrst. Once chil 
dren are ables to walk and hold onto 
things, sulfficlent bone substance will be 
formûd through stress and ınovement, 
Aller a few years osleoporosls is scarcely 
evident, and then cosmellic surgery can 
le carried out.

Degenerallon symptoms in the bones Ra 
a result of enforced Immobllisation are 
marked in adulls as in children. But for« 
mative modllicaiions arise afler a few 
weeks. Operalions on bonas and llnbs, 
whicı allow pallenis lo mave soon after 
surgical treatment hecaugsc ol artiflclal 
Insertlon of convex arllcular surlaces or 
stable fixallon ol bones—stabla osteo- 
syntheslis—are lar easier [or patlents lo 
bear ihan operallons on 1he skeleton 
which require lerglhy immobllisatlon in 
plaster ul Paris.

Universities clamour for more flexibility 
in managing their financial affairs 


Anatlıer poini is ihat at the moment 
Luclgetary plans may only be conclutled 
for tha durallon of one year. Tlıo "pro- 
ducllon costs" of a universlly are, by 
their very nature, long-term investmenls 
end {heıefuors require long-term plan 
ning. 

At present if a universily does not 
distribute the funds granted to It, It rııns 
the risk that contributions for a parti- 
cular purpose will be scıniched from 
ils next year's butlyet, Consequently, 
shortly before lhe end of lhe budgetary 
yoar all universilles try lo spend unusecl 
fuıtls ou something or otlıer, and (his 
dues nal always lead to ratlanal expend- 
iture, 

A third reasun for many difficulties 
is lhe division ol university administra- 
tlon Inlo a self-aclminlstralive deport- 
ment responsible for teaching aud re- 
serch and an economic and stalf aclminis- 
trallon section, whidı disposes of funds. 


The more money rescaı dı, leaching and 
tralning require, the more Imporlanl it 
beciınes (or expert dacisions lo be raadll- 
ed ancl to ensure lhal all those whu are 
parly to decision-making bring their ex- 
perlise to bear.

The inflationary tendencies in some major 
industrialised countries too, whera price 
Increasas of between four and five per 
cent are no exceptlon, had to be kept 
away [rom tha Federal Republic where, 
for two years, a telalive price stability 
has been ruling. 


For that reason, tho Federal govern- 
ment has taken fast action through laxa- 
{lon measures as a safeguard agalnst 
exlernal influences, It appreciates very 
much that the Bundestag on Its part has 
passed the legal provlsions by an accel- 
erated procedure, 


The advantage of this system over a 
revalualion of tla Mark is obvlous: taxa- 
tlon measures are Ilmited in tima and 
are more flexible. This Is of great impor- 
tance in the light of the Federal Repub- 
lic's international economic situatlon and 
of tha economic development in major 
industrlalised countrles. 


Our partners in tla Group of Ten have 
appreciated {ihe policy of tha Federal 
government in tha three days' monetary 
conlerence held in Bonn, Incldentally 
the deficit counlıles as well as ilıe sur- 
plus countrles have Indicated their will- 
ingness Lo make an effectlve contributlon 
to the stability of the inlernallonal mo- 
netary system by pursuing an appro« 
priate aud concerted economic pollcy. 


Due to the now measures, {hls coun- 
tiry's surplus position will presumably 
diminish by 4,000 to 5,000 million Marks 
1n tha course of the comlag year. This 
corresponds to about one third of the 
present surplus. 


With this the Federal Republic contrl- 
bules considerably to the reductlon of 
lhe internallonal balance ol payments 
{mbalance, Naturally, the Federal Repub- 


exporls must also ba in favour of ligher 
iiuports, 


Moreover, In view of lhe close inte- 
Jrallon in today's internatlonal economy, 
{t Is not possible in the long run that a 
country seeks full employment and inter- 
nal stabillly at the cost of equiltbrium 
in the field of foreign trade and Pay- 
menls. A “beggar-my-neighbour" policy 
can never ba upheld. For surpluses on 
goods and services of ons country ate 
always conironted with equally large 
deficits of olher countries. 


The stale of external disequilibrium is 
also disadvantageous for a surplus coun- 
try. If lt pursues a reasonable policy it 
will Liıerelore pursue of its own accord 
lhe policy of a good credilor. At the 
same lime, (leficlt countrles will obvi- 
ously press ior higher imports ofl goods 
and larger exports of capital by surplus 
countries, 


Tha Federal Republic whose surplus 
trading posltlon has been ihe consequence 
of the recession of 1966/67 has accelerated 
also the growth of imports by ils acllve 
economic policy. Moreover, it has in- 
creased its exports of capital whih with 
a tendency t{owards longer Lerma come 
up to almost 9,000 milllon Marks in 1968. 


A fact frequently forgotten is that this 
country has an adverse baslc balance. 
The surpluses accrue in the balance of 
irade, I is shown here that although 
the revival of business activity has led 
to an accelerated growth of imports, ex- 
ports on ihe other hand have risen at an 
even faster rale. 


It has been {hla development which has 
led to the denıand raised by various 
circles to upvalue the Mark. This en- 
tailed large-scale speculative movements.

Besides, the smaller the Prosperilly gap 
between bolh parts of Germany the less 
tenslon there will ba, Professor Karl 
Sdiller, tha Minister of Economic Affairs, 
expressed this hope at a recent meeting 
of the Bundestag all-German committee. 


Before the new agreements ware raadı- 
ed the Federal government had made a 
number ol unilateral concesslons to East 
Berlin. One sudı is a Federal guarantee 
for long-term capital goods supplies. A 
company Was set up to promote the fInanc- 
ing of industrial plant.

Young peuple 1n the Fecleral Republic 
thought quite differcully. Tllrly-six per 
cenl of theın were in favnur of an espe- 
clally close relationship with France— 
three per cent more {han in lhe 1963 
survey. 6I pur cent, as Opposed to 64 per 
cent iu 1903, favoured relatlonslıips whlch 
were similar lo those with othor states. 
Only 2 per conl wanted to have 68 cal 
tious policy with France, as opposed 
to three per cent in the previous figures. 

The researchers who conducted tla 
survey came lo the cunclusion that Lhe 
conlempority deterluration in Frderal 
Republic-Prepch relationships over the 
lasl fiva years is a rasult of a genctal 
trend. “The mote objeclive the questions 
posed to the yoııng people, the more posi- 
lve did it appear thelr baslc attltudes 
were." This Is obvinusly a manifestation 
af the readiness ofl young people here aııd 
in France to come into contuct with eich 
olher and try to undersland eadı nlher's 
point of vlew. 

Anolher polnt came Irom the SUFVCY, 
Either views balween tha lwo nations’ 
young people are “shouting with delight 
from the skies” or are in a very “Jistress- 
ed” condition, One thing appeared with 
persistent regularity when the young 
people from bath sides were interviewed. 
They all wanled to have more infornıd- 
tion about each other. That can be a 
gaad basis for a friendship that can sone» 
times be critical, and sometimes highly 
CriLİCal.

Basically these findings are the snme 
as in 1963. What is imporlant to notle ls 
hat for young people in this country 
and in France there has been a decline 
in lhe mımber of answers given in show- 
ing a "very gud" or "good" opinlon ul 
the netghbouring corınlry. 

These conclusluns are malter for any 
nmnber of books, It shows clearly that 
lhere is a temperamental and mental 
difference belween {he lwo peuples thal 
in Lhe pasl las been disastrous and which 
currenlly does much lo prevent total 
nolillcal understanding, There ara recul- 
lecllons of Ilıe pasl Llhat need more linin 
than a decucle or so lo erasud [rom thu 
nilnd. Finally thero 1s afso the lnllucnr:e 
of currenl polillcal opinions which pro- 
vide hooks for uld-remeuıbeıed dllffes- 
ences to hang on. Alt Ihis carr be xtimnterl 
up in the confusion that exists toı peopla 
In this country and lhe Fruncdı, 

Young Frenhmen and young penpia 
here are also burdened wilh these old 
prejudices. 

When the French were asxkerl their 
opinion of the young peopla in this 
country hey said they found tihem, “hard- 
working, hospitable and intelligent." The 


Teplles Irom the other side were not so 
Natlering. To young people in this country 
the French ate considered {o be "arrogant 
and prasumpluous, servile and uncrilical, 
dour and humourless." 

Young people in the Federal Republic 
think of their contemporuries the othar 
side of the border as “brlght, happy, kind 
and hospitable.” But the olher sile ûf 
the coin cannot be ignored. To so many 
young people in this country Frendi 
youth is generally “superficial and frivo*- 
lous, arrogant and Presumpluous, as well 
as idle”. 

There was a surprising unanimity ba» 
tween Young people of this country and 
Fren youth concerning matters involv- 
ing questions of culture and economies. 
(The cormmparisona wera made wilh ten 
couniries.) Wher the young people from 
the ten countries were asked which na» 
ton had developed most economically 
the answer was unamimously {ha Fadaral 
Rapublle. Everyone sald that the Frendı

A tolal of 83 por cent of iha Young 
people in lhis counlry and 86 per cent in 
France in 1908 cxpressed ihe wish lo get 
to know tlhe young people in lhe neigh-= 
bourlny country “in order to undersland 
them better,” Since {he commencement 
of youth exchanges belween this couniry 
and France in 1967 these figures show an 
increase in thé Tedêral Republic of i4 por 
cent aul in France an Increase of 10 per 
cent. 


Stulislirs show {hut In 1968 lhirty per 
cont nf lhe 4 million young people be- 
Iween lhe ages of 15 and 24 in this 
country visiledt France whilst only 19 
per cenl of their 6 milllon French coun- 
ternnrls vislled lhis country. Although 
these figures show increases they indi- 
cale clearly, ind parlleularly as rvgards 
France, thal youlh exuhanges have had 
IUllc effect, 

Todlay a yuung lad {rom this country 
is likely to ogle a pretty French girl, bul 
lt is not so llkely lhat k9 will eınbrace 
her. The Frendı girl 1s dıarıning and lemi- 
nine but she can be shrill and a shrew 
just like anywhere else. The German boy 
can be a liltle over exuberont and per- 
haps he will go a littla (oo far in his 
amorous advances, Tlıon lhe French qirl 
1s all confuslon and the German boy 
blushes red wilh embarassınent.
